As regards the date of printing, the book cannot have ten 
issued from the press till after 31 Mar. 1466, as its editor, 
Theodorus Lelius, died on that date and an obituary panegyric 
on him is prefixed to his own preface. This obituary notice is 
curiously enough printed twice, on folio 14 verso and on folio 
20 verso, the eleven intervening pages being all blank, and this 
attempt to fill up the blank pages would seem to indicate that 
when the notice was printed the rest of the book had already 
been set up, which is somewhat impled by the wording of the 
notice. Even if the book was not sent to the press till after 
the death of Lelius, Proctor’s verdict that “if printed by Han, 
the book must certainly be earlier than the Turrecremata (which 
was dated 31 Dec. 1467) stands, and this is therefore THE FIRST 
BOOK PRINTED IN Roms and probably the third or fourth printed 
in Italy, its predecessors being the Cicero, De Oratore, and the 
Lactantius( and possibly a Donatus) printed at Subiaco in 
1465.

1489; René, 
living 1510; Nicolas, created Marquis of Mezieres in 1567, and 
Knight of St. Michael, whose heir married Frangois, Duke of 
Montpensier, in 1556. Nothing precise as to the arms of 
Charles’ other illegitimate sons appears to be known, and the 
MS. may therefore contain an armorially unique record per- 
taining to one of them or the earlier generations of the line 
of Meziéres.

This translation was originally 
published in 1583, and of that edition also only one copy is known— 
that in the Capell collection of Shakespeariana at Trinity College, 
Cambridge. 

“Ties Nouvelles Recréations et Joyeux Devis de feu Bonavanture 
Des Périers” (“ouvrage fort renommé, dans la genre de |’ Hep- 
taméron ”—- Vapereau), from which the tales in The Mirror of Mirth 
were selected and translated, was first published in 1558, after the 
author’s death. Brunet gives some account of sixteen editions of the 
work, but does not mention any translation. It is likewise unrecorded 
by Herbert, Watt, Hazlitt and the Short-7rtle Catalogue, while 
Lowndes though entering it twice (under Mirrouwr and R.D.) mentions 
only the Capell copy of the 1583 edition in the first entry, and in the 
second records editions in 1583 and 1592 without further details. 
The identity of the translator has not been determined and even his 
initials are uncertain. ‘The title of the first edition reads ‘‘ Englished 
by R.D.” of this “ Englished by T.D.” In both cases however the 
address to the readers is signed “ Yours in all humilitie, T.D.” which 
might suggest that “R.D.” was a misprint ; but the language of the 
address (which speaks of the Translator in the third person) leaves 
the point in doubt. If “‘ T.D.” be correct, it has been suggested that 
it may stand for Thomas Deloney, who is suitable in point of date, 
himself wrote certain prose tales (e.g. Zhe Pleasant History of John 
Winchcomb and Thomas of Reading) and is believed to have started 
his career with two anonymous translations about 1583-4 ; moreover 
six of his known works appeared under his initials only, including all 
his prose tales.

At the beginning and end of the book are bound 30 leaves of manu- 
script, 8 at the beginning and 22 at the end.

This obituary notice is 
curiously enough printed twice, on folio 14 verso and on folio 
20 verso, the eleven intervening pages being all blank, and this 
attempt to fill up the blank pages would seem to indicate that 
when the notice was printed the rest of the book had already 
been set up, which is somewhat implied by the wording of the 
notice. Even if the book was not sent to the press tiil after 
the death of Lelius, Proctor’s verdict that “if printed by Han, 
the book must certainly be earlier than the T’urrecremata (which 
was dated 31 Dec. 1467) stands, and this is therefore THE FIRST 
BOOK PRINTED IN Roms and probably the third or fourth printed 
in Italy, its predecessors being the Cicero, De Oratore, and the 
Lactantius( and possibly a Donatus) printed at Subiaco in 
1465.

‘This translation was originally 
published in 1583, and of that edition also only one copy is known— 
that in the Capell collection of Shakespeariana at Trinity College, 
Cambridge. 

“Tes Nouvelles Recréations et Joyeux Devis de feu Bonavanture 
Des Périers” (‘‘ ouvrage fort renommé, dans la genre de |’ Hep- 
taméron ”—- Vapereau), from which the tales in The Mirror of Mirth 
were selected and translated, was first published in 1558, after the 
author’s death. Brunet gives some account of sixteen editions of the 
work, but does not mention any translation. It is likewise unrecorded 
by Herbert, Watt, Hazlitt and the Short-7 tle Catalogue, while 
Lowndes though entering it twice (under Mireur and R.D.) mentions 
only the Capell copy of the 1583 edition in the first entry, and in the 
second records editions in 1583 and 1592 without further details. 
The identity of the translator has not been determined and even his 
initials are uncertain.’ The title of the first edition reads ‘‘ Englished 
by R.D.” of this “ Englished by T.D.” In both cases however the 
address to the readers is signed “ Yours in all humilitie, T.D.” which 
might suggest that “R.D.” was a misprint ; but the language of the 
address (which speaks of the Translator in the third person) leaves 
the point in doubt. If ‘‘ T.D.” be correct, it has been suggested that 
it may stand for Thomas Deloney, who is suitable in point of date, 
himself wrote certain prose tales (e.g. Zhe Pleasant History of John 
Winchcomb and Thomas of Reading) and is believed to have started 
his career with two anonymous translations about 1583-4 ; moreover 
six of his known works appeared under his initials only, including all 
his prose tales.

At the beginning and end of the book are bound 30 leaves of manu- 
script, 8 at the beginning and 22 at the end.

day.

Dr. Johnson, it appears, contemplated an essay on scepticism. In his 
notebook he lists eleven causes, as follows: 

“ Skepticism caused by 
1. Indifference about opinions. 
2. Supposition that things disputed are disputable. 
3. Demand of unsuitable evidence. 
4. False judgment of evidence.
